MEMORANDA. 


Trade.—The imports during November were valued at £3,668,716, which 
shows an increase of £311,984, as compared with the corresponding 
month of last year. For the eleven months there was an increase of 
£5,353,862, or nearly 18 per cent., as compared with last year. The 
direct oversea imports during November amounted to £1,839,020, as com- 
pared with £1,494,281 in 1906; the total for the eleven months was 
£18,786,042, an increase of £2,719,957 over the corresponding figures 
for 1906. There were increases in most of the principal articles— 
apparel and soft goods, hats and caps, iron and metal manufactures, 


machinery, tea, and timber. Sugar shows a falling-off. 


The oversea exports for November amounted to £4,069,742, and show 
an increase of £488,634, compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the eleven months there was an increase in the oversea exports 
of £3,057,098, or over 11 per cent., as compared with last year. Nearly 
all the principal articles show large increases ; horses, butter, leather, 
frozen beef, rabbit skins, and timber show decreases. Separating 
merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during the eleven 
months increased by £6,367,686, but the latter decreased by £3,310,335° 


Mineral Production.—The gold yield during November was 20,469 oz. crude: 
equal to 18,474 oz. fine, valued at £78,471. The value of the gold 
produced during the eleven months was £945,602, which shows a 
decrease of £67,124 as compared with the corresponding period of 1906. 


Prices.—The general index number for November was the lowest for this 
year, and was also lower than for November of last year. The index 
number for pastoral produce was 1,246; for metals, 1,205 ; and for all 
articles, 1,271. There was a heavy fall in metals during the month, 


but flour and wool advanced. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during November was general and of great benefit 
in the country districts, where it was above the average ; in the Metropoli- 
tan area, however, it was below the average. The temperature was, 


generally speaking, slightly below the average. 


Land Selections.—During November 151 new settlers applied for 129,819 
acres. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers has 
been 2,260, and the area applied for 1,502,989 acres. The original area 
set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
1,227,916 acres, representing 1,028 blocks.
